Text for office communique follows: 

"New revelations made yesterday by president of US and 
confirmed in personal letter to president Junta concerning 
grave threat which installation of Soviet strategic atomic 
arms of offensive character in Cuba poses for continental 
security, the Government, consistent with Peru's position 
as western democratic nation, conscious of necessity for 
hemispheric solidarity and of its international obligations, 
has taken following measures : 

1) Has instructed Peruvian Representative OAS, Juan Batista 
de La Valle, vote in support of immediate convocation of 
meeting of consultation requested by USG accordance Rio 
pact, and conversion of COAS in provisional Organ of Con- 
sultation; 
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2) Instructed same representative vote with other American 
countries in provisional Organ of Consultation favor a 
resolution which eliminates threat which Soviet penetration 
in Cuba represents for continental security; 

3) Similarly instructed Peruvian delegate Victor Andres 
Belaunde to act in same way in UN.
